He might 
dispense witb breathing fora time without positive 
injury; but to allow a woek to pass without 
illustrating one or more of his leading instincts, 
to say nothing of his outstinets, would be to 
sign his own death-warrant. His corrupt 
body would sink beneath the weight of a 
respectable action. His tongue would refuse 


of decency, His tree-trunks of legs would refuse 
to carry him in the path of rectitude if he should 
ever astonish them by an effort. Heis morally 
putrid from the top of bis bead to the tips of his 
loes—a movable lazaar-house of infamy and cor- 
ruption, 

This libel on humanity, as Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, is a judicial offi- 
cer, subject to punishment for misdemeanors, Sec 
tion 4,815 of the Code says it sball be a misdemeanor 
—‘* 4815. For any judicial, ministerial or execu- 
tive officer, either directly or indirectly, to specu- 
late in State or county ciaims, by purchasing or 
trading for them at less than their nominal value.“ 
The punishment for this grave offense, on con- 
viction, is fine and removal from office, and dis 
qualification forever from holding any office in 
the State of Tennessee, 

Lewis has been guilty of this offense, We are 
reliably informed that indubitable evidence was 
furnished the Municipal Court Grand Jury that he 


had in several instances speculated in county war- 


rants bearing his own signature, “purchasing 
them at less than their nominal value.“ A repu 
table witness swore to these facis, and no attempt 
was made to disprove them. 

But we find no mention of this in the „report“ 
ofthe Grand Jury. It is said that Mr, Hudson, 
prosecuting attorney, refuses to frame an indict- 
ment against so august a personage as the chair 
man of the Commissioners, Tne evidence was 
clear. It fastened the charge on Lewis, and there 
was no dodging it. Why did Mr. Hudson, who 
showed such vigor in overhauling the County 
Court Clerk, the police and the keno saloons, dis- 
play this singular apathy in the case of a grave 
misdemeanor, involving nothing less than the 
displacement from position of a prominent official ? 
Does it make a difference whose ox is gored; or is 
Mr. Hudson afraid to engage in a contest with 
this redoubtable mass of flesh? He did not hesi- 
tate to frame an indictment against Mr. Loague, 
and we are not aware that he displayed any es- 
pecial indisposition to write keno indictments, 
Which pay. He showed remarkable viger in 
searching for charges against the Metropolitan 
police, but positive evidence (Known to him to be 
such, if he knew anything) of the most grave im- 
port against Lewis, failed to rouse him toexertion. 
Were Lewis a Conservative, we have little doubt 
that Hudson would hunt him down 
with the energy of a bloodhound, 3 

This matter should not be permitted to rest. If 
the prosecuting attorney cannot be forced to do 
hisduty, we shall certainly do ours, which is to 
blazon these outrages to the world. Lewis should 
be removed at onee from the office he so un 
worthbily fills, and the judiciary of Shelby county 
thus relieved from the disgrace of his official 
presence,

General Hancock Before the Impeachers. 


Rpecial telegraphic correspondence of the Louisville Courier. 
WASHINGTON, March 23. 


The court of impeachment presented no 
incidents of special note outside of the Ju 
dicial proceedings. Representatives attended 
the Body and the gallaries were filled. Three- 
quarters of them were ladies. 

Senator Davis renewed his point of order 
that the Senate could not sit as a court of im- 
peachment while the Sonthern States were 
not represented. It was voted down, Mr. 
Davis and his colleague, Mr. McGreery, only 
voting in the affirmative. 

The discussion upon the application for 
further time by the President’s counsel exhib- 
ited their intellectual strength and the pitiful 
weakness of the House managers. 

Logan made a stump speech, and, aftera 
nalf hour’s bellowing, subsided, to the relief 
of his associates. Witeon, usually clear, 
labored heavily, and made a complete failure, 
while Bingham wandered from the subject 
lost his self-possession, was incoherent, and 
seemed to be angry at himself as well as every 
one else. 

The court refused, by a strong party vote, 
to allow thirty days’ time. Pending the 
motion of Reverday Johnson, to graut ten 
om the court adjourned until to-morrow. 

is said that to-night the court will grant 
the President until next Monday for prepara- 
tion.
